was because he saw that no country 
had yet set its face in the same direc- 
tion in which America had set her 
face.' We cannot form alliances with 
those who are not gazing our way; 
and in our might and majesty and in 
tho confidence and definiteness of out 
own purpose we need not and we 
should not form alliances with any 
nation in the world. Those who are 
right, those who study their con- 
sciences in determining their policies, 
those who hold their honor hiehei 
thin their advantage, do not need al- 
liances.

ence we ought to take this idea with 
ui that we, too, are devoted to the 
purpose of enabling America to live 
her own life, to be the justost, the 
most progressive, the most honorable,' 
the most enlightened nation in the 
world."

Ironies of the war has been, the out- 
witting In every direction of the much 
vaunted and elaborate German spy 
system by the English directorate o(' 
special Intelligence, which long ago 
won the admiration of Its American 
co-workers. 
Hud Kngla'nd been less 


indifferent to the'German spy system 
ivlilch overran the country years and 
years before the war, she might havo 
saved herself an immense amount of 
trouble; but what was done during 
the 
war In circumventing German 


treachery and cunning has been amaz- 
ing. It would seem to have been a 
gigantic failure. And the explanation 
of that failure appears to lie In a 
very real understanding of the Ger- 
man mind on the part of the Intelli- 
gence department. They realized that 
the German has not yet been born who 
can resist a fact. 
Give a German 


one little fact to play with and It will 
keep him happy for hours. 


Therefore, the Industrious German 


agents were supplied with facts, and 
the English Intelligence department 
watched quietly while they played 
with them. The facts were entirely 
unimportant and sometimes they were 
not facts at all, but they served their 
purpose and .revealed the Identity of 
still more members of the German 
Ecrvlce. 


Darkened Hun Counsels, 


there were occasions when they 


served an even greater purpose, for 
they were sent all the way' to Ger- 
many, or were allowed to go, where 
they helped to darken the counsels of 
the kaiser's adviser and set the Ger- 
man headquarters hard at work pro- 
tecting the'mselves against 
a peril 


which illd not exist. Meanwhile the 
British intelligence • department wenl 
cheerily on with their real business, 
and prepared various 'little surprises 
for the Hun, and delivered them In 
due course, sucb surprises, for in- 
stance, as the lanks, of which the Ger- 
'mans knew nothing until they, were 
upgn them.

Undoubtedly the failure of the enor- 


mously costly German intelligence sys- 
tem had much to do with the'ultimate 
defeat of Germany. They were beaten 
at their own game. Brlg.: Gen. C. K. 
Cpckerlll, who has been director of 
special Intelligence, has Just disclosed 
some secrets in a farewell message 
to the staff, which numbers more than 
6,000 persons. 


"The detection anfl conviction of 


enemy spies," be says, "has been your 
primary busiucss. It Is satisfactory 
to note that In most cases the arrest 
of the spy has followed quickly on his 
entry Into this country. 
You have 


been, in point of fact, the chief agency 
In preventing the leakage of naval and 
military Information. To mention but 
a few instances of your success, the 
withdrawal frnni OalliDOll, the con- 
struction of 'tanks,' the preparations 
for the offensive at Cambria, and also 
for the recent counter-offensives which 
destroyed the German armies, were 
all known to numbers of people in this 
country but were concealed from the 
enemy. There Is, I am Informed on 
the best authority, no evidence that 
enemy submarines have ever received 
information of the departure of ship- 
ping from British ports. Thanks large- 
ly to your efforts, no act of destruction 
or Incendiarism -has been committed 
by enemy agents In this country. This 
is the more remarkable when the num- 
ber of enemy aliens at large Is con- 
sidered. 
You hove obtained Informa- 


tion of Incalculable value to the-naval 
Intelligence, the military Intelligence, 
and the war trade Intelligence depart- 
ments. 


Piled Up Contraband Evld«nce. 
"It will interest you to know that 


In practically every case of contra_- 
band which has been brought before 
the prize court, the evidence on which 
the crown relies has been furnished 
by you. The significance of this state- 
ment will be better appreciated when 
It Is added that the estimated value 
of prize cargoes, exclusive of ships, is 
over £30,000,000. You have, moreover, 
stopped enemy remittances to the 
value of abont £70,000,000, and you 
have completely destroyed the enemy's 
oversea communications, so far as they 
were vulnerable. I am conscious that 
there arc many other activities of the 
directorate that I have not touched 
nnon. Important decisions have been 
given In the realm of military inter- 
national law, much trouble has been 
taken In the selection of Intelligence 
personnel for the field, and. Invcstlga- [ 
tlons demanding technical qualifica- 
tions of a high order have beea con- 
ducted. 


"As typical examples I may mention 


the highly skilled work of the staff of 
the chemical laboratory in connection 
with secret Inks; of the photographic 
and code experts, and of the professors 
of uncommon languages. Much of the 
work has been so secret thnt no ref- 
erence to It Is us yi»t permissible."

The lyory throne of the high .priest- 


«ss or oracle In the temple of Byblos 
might be won by any girl In the an- 
cient city, no matter how wealthy or 
how poor her parents.- The position 
was open to Hit society queen and the 
Usher alike, and once seated, she was 
In reality the ruler of that Syrian city 
for a year. 


In the old days the city of Byblos, 


or Cabal, was famous for the art of Its 
stone cutteri, and In the Book of 
Kings these Glblltes are mentioned as 
the stone "squarers" employed by King 
Solomon upon the temple. But It was 
mainly for the annual festivities held 
at Byblos, and known as the Mysteries 
of Adonis, that the city was most 
famed.- There was located there a 
splendid temple to Adonis, and In the 
spring of each year hundreds of per- 
«ons from all parts of Syria and the 
adjacent lands journeyed to the city 
to witness tho celebration of the mys- 
teries. 


The soil of the land at the headwater 


of the river Is of red clay, and when 
the spring rains began to fall In the 
hills the water of the_river became red. 
Tne priests said Adonis had been slain. 
The myth was variously told, but brief- 
ly it mrrated the story of Adonis be- 
ing killed while hunting,and his re- 
storation ' to life by Jupiter it the 
prayer of Vtnus.

. Starting Trouble*. 


Always bear In mind thnt for a gas 


engine to run It Is necessary to have 
a compressed mliture of vaporized 
fuel (generally gasoline or Serosene) 
and air In proper proportions, which 
Is esploded by a hoi spark while the 
mixture Is under compression; 
The 


spark should occur slightly before full 
compression, except In starting, when 
It should occur just after full com- 
pression has passed. 


When on engine refuses to start, 


the trouble will, with a very few ex- 
ceptions, be due to some Interruption 
of the supply of the proper mixture 
of gas and air, or to a failure of the 
electrical system which furnishes the 
spark to fire the.compressed mixture. 
It seldom happens that both systems 
are at fault at the same time, so the 
first thing to do Is to find out whether 
one of, these systems has ceased to 
work properly. 


The Ignition system, on the whole, Is 


more often the cause of trouble than 
is the fuel system, nnd It Is usually 
advisable to test this first unless, on 
Recount of the construction of the par- 
ticular engine in question, It Is easier 
to make lesls for troubles with the 
mixture supply.

Good, pure, viable seed of sorgo 


•or sweet sorghum has been greatly 
In demand the lost two years and a 
little extra money can be realized by 
farmers In the sorghum belt If they 
will save the seed from their fodder 
and sirup sorghum varieties, espe- 
cially If they have pure strains of 
such standard varieties as black am- 
ber, red limber, orange, sumac, honey, 
and gooseneck. 


In addition to the demnnd for seed 


of these varieties for fodder and sirup 
production there is a limited demand 
by sirup producers for the seed of 
such varieties as Colmnn, lied X, Col- 
lier, and Mclrfan. 
The average farm- 


er, however, who Is growing the sor- 
gos primarily for forage purposes had 
best confine himself to some one of 
the first-named varieties. 


The Importance of keeping the va- 


| rietles to be used for sirup produc- 


tion from mixing with- other varieties 
is strongly emphasized. 
Tho sweet 


varieties from which seed for future 
planting Is to be gathered should not 
be grown-near any other sirup or fod- 
der variety. -Kven 
then 
the 
seed 


bends should he carefully selected 
with n view to trueness of type or 
variety. 


with fodrler varieties one can go 


Into n Odd of shocked fodder nnd 
gather the seed In paying quantities 
hy cutting with a knife the hends from 
the bundles or from the Individual 
stalks, it the foddct has not been 
bound. 
The hends cnn be thrown in 


piles at the base of the shotk, nfter 
the prncllce followed in busking corn 
from the shock, but this entails con- 
siderable waste and It Is butter to 
take a team nnd wagon Into the field 
nnd throw the heads directly Into the 
. wagon box. If the fleld has been prop- 
erly rogned and has ripened uniformly 
it Is more economical for two men 
to work together nnd by means of a 
chopping block attached to the wagon 
box separate the heads from an en- 
tire bundle at one stroke.

• Ing power. 
The piles of bends should 


be examined nt least every two weeks, 


] and If any signs of bent develop they 


snould be turned with forks to fore- 
stall all damage. 
"Where an open 


shed Is not available for the protec- 
tion of the ricked heads they may be 
piled In the open and coverd with a 
tarpaulin or with bundles of fodder 
until they can be thrashed. 


Allowing seed designed to be nsed 


for planting purposes to be wet by 
every rain and snow which comes Is 
Inexcusable even where wet'periods 
are Infrequent and the total amount 
of moisture likely to be small. 
Seed 


Intended to be used for feeding pur- 
poses will not be Injured to'any con- 
siderable extent by a small amount 
of moisture, but wet seed, especially 
during a season when freezing temper- 
atures prevail, will be rendered al- 
most worthless for planting. Freer- 
Ing' temperatures do little injury to 
dry seed.

To Turn Inedible Feeds Into Edible

The dairy cow 'will utilize coarse 
materials, Inedible by humans, siich 
as grass, corn-stalks, and hay, aud 
will turn them into milk, which Is suit- 
able for human food. Other farm ani- 
mals are converters of coarse rongh- 
nge Into etllble foods, but are not so 
efficient as the flniry cow.

Early-hatched 
cockerels bring the best prices and 
early layers will brood early the fol- 
lowing spring. .

Contrary to general belief chicks do 


not grow or thrive as well during 
worm months or hot summer days as 
they do earlier In the spring. Chicks 
hatched early are stronger, thrive bet- 
ter and have tho advantage of a longer 
growing^ season. 
Early hatching not 


only Ins'ures more rapid gains la tho 
growth of chicks but has a favorable 
Influence on the size of the Individuals 
of the flock. Late-hatched chicks rare- 
ly If ever attain the size of those 
hatched early.. 


Given the same feed, cnrc and atten- 


tion, chicks hatched In March and 
April will weigh more when they are

greater gains during the first four 
months 'of Its life than the late- 
hatched chick. During the early spring 
months when the temperature Is not 
so varied the growth of chicks Is more 
uniform and constant than It Is dur- 
ing the summer. If for "ho other rea- 
son chicks should be hatched early so 
their growth will not be Interrupted by 
the presence of lice, which are much, 
more plentiful and destructive In hot 
weather than In the cooler days of 
spring.

Many farmers nnd poultrymen real- 


ize considerable money each spring 
from the sale of broilers, the price of 
which is usually governed by their size 
when sold and the time marketed. 
Thus It would seem that In order to. 
Increase tho amount of money from 
the sale of broilers and fryers early 
hatching would be employed so as to 
have a marketable-sized fowl early In 
the spring when prices are highest. 


WASHING WILL HELP DECAY 


Many Eggs Are Spoiled Each Year Be- 


cause They Have Become Wet 


Before Reaching Market. 


It Is estimated that more than 5,000,- 


000 eggs are spoiled every year because 
they have been washed or In some way 
have become wet before reaching mar- 
ket.

More difference of opinion exists as 


to (ho value of brooding systems than 
In any other part of poultry rearing, 
which shows that no system la Ideal 
for nil conditions, but Hint success de- 
pemls largely on Individual handling 
nnd care. 
Many failures In brooding 


are due to weak chicks which may be 
traced to faulty Incubation or weak-, 
ness In breeding stock. 
Successful 


chick raising depends primarily upon

overcrowding and lack of ventilation, 
wWlft (he chicks fall,to get gnfllctent 
exerdse.

Brooders and hovers 


should have .from, one-half' to.:two 
tnch« of sand, dry dirt, cut clover 
or chaff spread over the floor, and la 
cnse they are kept In the brooder 
house, over the floor .of this also. The 
hovers should,be' cleaned frequently, 
as cleanliness Is essential In raising, 
chickens successfully. 


The best temperature at which to. 


keep a brooder or.hover depends npon 
the position of the .thermometer, the 
style of the hover, the age of the chick- 
ens, and the weather conditions. Aim 
to keep the chickens comfortable. As 
the operator learns by tho action of 
the chickens the amount of heat they 
require, he can discard tho thermome- 
ter If he desires. When too cold' they 
will crowd together and try to get 
nearer the heat. If It Is found In the 
morning that the droppings are well 
scattered over the hover It Is an In- 
dication that the chickens have had 
enough heat 
If the chickens are com- 


fortable at night they will be spread 
out under the hover with tho heads of 
some protruding from under the hover 
cloth. Too much heat will cause them 
to pant and sit nround with their 
mou'Jis open. 


It is Impossible to state for each 


case at what temperature the brooders 
should be kept to raise young chick- 
ens; however, It will run from 00 up

to 100 degrees In some, cases, as some 
broods of chickens seem to require 
more heat than others, an average be- 
ing 03 to .05 degrees for the first week 
or ten days, when the temperature Is 
gradually reduced to 85 degrees for th» 
following ten days, and then lowered 
to 70 or 75 degrees for as long as the 
chickens need heat. This depends 
somewhat on the season of the year 
and the number of the chickens, as It 
can be readily seen that the heat gen- 
erated by 50 chickens would raise thV 
temperature under the hover to a 
higher degree thnn the heat given .off 


, by a lesser number, consequently tho 


I amount of heat furnished by the lamp 


or stove will have to be regulated ac- 
cordingly. 
As 
the 
chickens 
grow 


larger and need less heat the lamps 
may be used only nt night, and later 
only on cold nights. The heat Is usually 
cut off nt the end of four or live weeks 
In March or'April In the vicinity of 
Washington, D. C., while winter chick- 
ens have heat for eight or ten weeks, 
or until they are well feathered. Care 
should be taken to prevent chilling or 
overheating the chickens, which weak- 
ens them nnd may result In bowel 
trouble.

When chickens are first put Into tho 


brooder they should be confined un- 
der or around the tinvcr hy placing a 
board or wire frnmc n few Inches out- 
side (this wonld not apply to the small 
outdoor colony brooders).

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT OF 


TUB UNITED FIRE CLUB OF 


NEWPORT 


Instituted February 6, 1783 


THESK 
PRESENTS 
WITNESS, 


that we, the subscribers, reposing spe- 
cial trust and confidence in each other, 
do 
hereby severally promise and 


unanimously agree together, as fol- 
lows: That is to say: 


I. .That if it should please God to 


permit fire to break out in Newport, 
•where either of us shall dwell, or 
near to any of our habitations, we 
will then be aiding and assisting to 
each other, as need shall require; to 
those first who shall be in the most 
apparent danger. 


II. That each member of this So- 


ciety procure, and keep in good or- 
der, two good and substantial leather 
buckets, and two bags for the re- 
trieval of e-ooda; which buckets and 
bags shall be numbered and painted 
with the first letter of the Christian 
and surname at large of the owner. 
ThM; every member of this society 
who shall not be provided with buck- 
ets and bags, in the manner abova 
described, shall for the first quarter 
he is deficent pay as a fine one shil. 
ling and sixpence, lawful money; for 
the second, three shillings, and for 
every quarter afterwards 
six shil- 


lings. That every member shall keep 
his bags in his buckets and place 
them in a part of the house where 
they car. most conveniently be come 
at, on the penalty of nincpcnce. That 
every member shall take with him his 
bucket and bags to the assistance of 
any member when in danger from 
fire, and that the buckets or bags of 
the members be not used, except in 
case .of fire, upon the penalty of two 
shillings 
and 
sixpence, 
for 
each 


bucket or bag so used, to be paid by 
the owner thereof. 


III. 
That if it should be thought 


necessary to remove the goods of a 
member from out of any house in 
danger o£ fire, the same shall be re- 
moved bv the members of this society 
to as fewr places as may be; and 
wherever the same are deposited, ono 
or more of the society, as need may 
require, shall attend, stay by, and en- 
deavor to secure them; and that no 
person, not a member, be permitted 
to remove any of said goods .without 
a member accompanying him to the 
end that the same may be secured as 
aforesaid.

TV.' That if any member shall be 


absent, when his estate or goods may 
be in danger from fire, the members 
present shall use thtir utmost en- 
deavors for the .preservation and se- 
curity thereof, as i£ such person was 
present. 


V. That when two.or more houses 


belonging to a member or members 
of this society shall be in danger from 
fire, the other.members shall divide 
for the assistance of such member, 
or members, as necessity shall re- 
quire. 


VI. That the society shall not con- 


sist of more than thirty persons at 
one time; and that the members 
thereof quarterly assemble at such 
place as a majority of members pres- 
ent at any meeting shall determine, 
on the Thursday next preceding the 
third Mondays of March, June, Sep- 
tember and December, at six o'clock 
in the evening of each of those days. 


Ylf. That at each quarterly meet- 


ing, a Moderator be chosen, by a ma- 
jority of members for the meeting 
who shall give a private word to the 
society, so that if a fire should happen 
in the night time the members may 
know each other; which word every 
member present shall repeat, to the 
Moderator of said meeting at the next 
succeeding meeting upon the penalty 
of one shilling and that the same 
shall not be divulged by a member, 
to any person not a member, upon 
thn penalty of twelve shillings. 


VIII. That a 
clerk be chosen, 


whose business it shall be to keep a 
register of the proceedings of this 
society, take account of the fines, col- 
lect them, and do such other matters 
as shall be appointed him by the so- 
ciety, and that at each 
quarterly 


meeting an assistant clerk be chosen 
who shall visit the inhabitations of 
the members the day before the meet- 
ing—warn them to appear 
at the 


meeting—view 
their 
buckets 
and 


bags, and make report of the delin- 
quents—and if the person 
so ap- 


pointed shall refuse to serve, he shall 
pay as a fine six shillings, and an- 
other' shall he chosen in his stead— 
and if the person so appointed shall 
not refuse, and afterwards neglect 
the duty assigned him, he shall pay 
as a fine twelve shillings. 


IX. That if any member of this 


society shall default in his appear- 
ance at any meeting, at the times 
and places appointed, he shall pay a 
finfi of 
shillings, to the club, 


for that day for which he shall be 
absent; and if any member shall at- 
tend the meeting, but not until an 


, hour afler the time appointed, he 


shall pay as a fine ninepence, and if 


. any member being in town at any 


time of the times of meeting, and in 
health, and 
shall 
absent 
himself 


twelve months from the society with- 
out psying his fines, or shall remove 
out of town, or shall affront the so- 
cinty by refusing to pay his fine or 
fines, shall in like manner be dis- 
missed. 


X. That all buckets and bags that 


shall be broke, spoilt or lost, in tima 
of fire, when the owner or owners 
thereof were assisting, upon his or 
their affirming the same, such buck- 
cti and bags shall be mndc good to 
him or them by the society, in equal 
proportions. 


XT. That if any vacancy happens 


in the society, the persons wanting t,o 
fill up the same shall be recommend- 
ed by some one of the society; and a 
majority of the members present ap- 


proving of said nomination,, shall be 
admitted n member thereof—provided i 
that no vote for the admission of a 
member 
be 
passed 
before 
seven 


o'clock in tho evening. 


XII, 
That every member of this 


society bring with .him a copy of 
these articles at every meeting, upon 
the penalty of threepence, and that 
all fines and forfeitures, incurred by 
the breach of any of the aforesaid 
articles, shall be paid to the clerk, 
for the use of the society. 


XIII.- That 
a majority 
of 
the 


members of the society who shall ba 
present at any of the times of meet- 
ing appointed (at the opening of 
which these articles shall be read) 
shall decide all controversies which 
shall arise among them relating to 
any of said articles, and establish 
such further rulej and regulations as 
may be then thought expedient.

THE SUNDAY LAW IN NEWPORT 


1739 


The following is a cony of the in- 


structions to the Sunday -constables 
of Newport, in relation to the on- 
forcemtnt of the law then in force 
regulating the proper observance of 
the Sabbath, together with the list of 
constables and the justice chosen in 
May, 1739. 
"Newport. 


To the constables of the town of 


Newport and to each of them, Greet- 
ing: 


Whereas there is a good and whole- 


some law of this colony forbidding 
all persons doing or exercising any 
labour or business of their ordinary 
callings, or to use any game, sport, 
piny or recreation on tha first day of 
the. week, or suffer ye same to be 
done by their children, servants or 
apprentices, work of necessity and 
charity only excepted, yet notwith- 
standing said law, there are daily 
complaints of riotous and disorderly 
persons melting together'in taverns, 
making routs and noises in the 
streets' and using many other diver- 
sions contrary to said law, to the 
dishonor of God and to the great 
scandal of the government: 


These are therefore, in his Majes- 


ty'? name. Worge the Second, King 
of Great Britain, etc.; to require and 
command you and each of you' (that 
dwell within, the compact part of ths 
town) by turns (according to the or- 
der 
of 
your 
election), to 
walk 


through the streets each first day of 
the week, during the whole day, and 
more especially during the time of 
divine service, taking with you two 
or more of the inhabitants being' 
persons of good repute, for your 
aid, 
and you are to take notice and 


return the names of all persons whom 
you shall find transgressing the said 
laws, particularly, 


First, you are to return the names 


of all tavern keepers and retailers. 
whom you shall find selling of strong 
drinks, all barbers shaving or exer- 
cising any other part of their trade 
in their shops, and generally, - all per- 
sons doing jany "servile labor (other 
than necessity and works of charity) 
upon said day; 


Third, you are to prevent or dis- 


perse all noisy and disorderly gath- 
ering together of boys, negroes, or 
other disorderly persons, in streets, 
lanes, market houses and other pub- 
lic places of resort, in and about the 
said town and borders and streets 
thereof, and in case any such disor 
d°rly persons shall refuse to disperse 
themselves and retire to their re- 
spective 
places 
of. abodes,' when 


warned by you, you are to return 
their names to some of the authority, 
that they may be punished as their 
crime deserve; 


Fourth, you are to prevent all un- 


necessary walking in the streets and 
fie'.ds upon the said day, especially 
during the time of divine service, and 
those constables who are chosen for 
the woods part of the town are re- 
quired to ride about-for the prevent- 
ing of all such disorders as are above 
named, within their precinct. Hereof 
you are not to fail, and this shall be 
your wanrant, given under our hand 
and seals the 28th day of July in tho 
thirteenth year of his . said Majes- 
ty's reign, Anno Dom. 1739; John 
Wanton Gov. Jno. Chipman Assist- 
ant. Peter Bours Asst. John Gardner 
Jus.

Poultry Notes. 


The hatching season is again here, 


and there is a brisk demand for fer- 
tile eggs for incubation. The call is 
almost exclusively for utility or use- 
ful breeds. 
Hatchabju eggs are al- 


ways fertile, but fertile eggs are not 
alvrays hatchablc^ The losses on ac- 
count of 
sWrile and 
non-hatching 


cg£6, amounts to thousands of dol- 
lars annually, and tnis year, owing to 
th'j 
increased value of eggs, the 


amount will be greater than ever. 


One-half of the eggs put to incu- 


bation, fail to hatch, one-half of the 
chicks hatched never reach market- 
able age; ut least, one-half of the 
chickens reared are crowcrs, so it re- 
quires on an average, eight eggs to 
produce one pullet for your laying 
hens. While some are bettering these 
averages, others arc not doing as 
well, and thus the loss goes on. In- 
fertile eggs removed from the sit- 
ting hen, or the machine, at first 
testing, on the seventh day, are per- 
fectly wholesome food, but cannot be 
sold as strictly fresh. 
Blood rings, 


or dead germs, are fit only for chick 
feed at a few cents a pound. So it 
behooves poultry raisers to pay more 
attention to the hatchability of every 
egg usud for reproduction. 
Begin 


with the breeding stock, see that they 
possess abounding vitality, allowed to 
exercise in the operi air every day, 
and kept busy from morning until 
night. Set eggs while they are fresh, 
not over ten days old. t Keep eggs, 
before setting, in a moderate tem- 
perature on racks, standing the eggs 
small end down. 


If strongly fertilized and properly 


packed, eggs will stand shipping long 
distances,, and some rough handling, 
and still hatch. We have yet to find 
?. better container for transportation 
than a common splint wood basket, 
In cold weather, line the basket with 
paper, then put a layer of excelsior 
to the depth of 1V£ inches, roll each 
egg separately with excelsior to tho 
size of an orange, and pack snugly in 
tho basket, covering the layer of 
eggs with at least two inches of soft 
excelsior, sewing on the basket a 
cover of cotton cloth, bringing the 
edges down firmly. 


These kind of packages will stand 


throwing across the car, stood on end 
and banged around without breaking 
the eggs. 
Of course, shipping dues 


not improve the hatching qualities 
any, but where better eggs can be 
secured from a distance than at home, 
no one need hesitate to try them. In 
this way, new breeds may be intro- 
duced and improvement of stock ac^ 
complished.
